A’ 2021 Elba homicide 
case concluded earlier this 
week when the man charged 
in the death of Shaquetha 
Sharaey Tyson entered a 
guilty plea for manslaugh- 
ter. 

James Edward Lee of 
Elba was arrested Sunday, 
Jan. 24, 2021, by Elba Po- 
lice and charged with the 
murder of Tyson. Her body 
was discovered earlier that 
evening inside her residence 
of an apartment complex on 
Adkinson Avenue in Elba. 

At the time of his arrest, 
Lee was charged with mur- 
der, certain persons forbid- 
den to possess a firearm, 
resisting arrest, and attempt- 
ing to elude. 

Earlier this week, Lee 
and his attorney, Gary Brad-

“Mr Lee entered a guilty 
plea to manslaughter and 
accepted an 18-year sen- 
tence pursuant to a negotiat- 
ed settlement,” D.A. Tarbox 
said. “Judge Shannon Clark 
heard the plea colloquy and 
sentenced Mr. Lee.” 

Upon reviewing the case 
facts and discussing the 
matter with the victim’s 
family, Tarbox said the 
State felt that manslaughter 
was a likely outcome had 
this case proceeded to trial. 

“Nothing can bring Ms. 
Tyson back, but that State 
hopes this guilty plea brings 
some closure to her family, 
as well as keeps Mr. Lee in 
prison, where he belongs, 
for many years to come.” 

On his sentence, Lee 
will get credit for the 1,037 
days [a little less than three 
years] he had spent incar- 
cerated since being arrested 
in connection to this crime.

Bryan’s worldview was deeply anchored in his sense of justice and fairness. He had 
no qualms about speaking truth to power, gaining a judgment against the University of 
Georgia for a violation of his First Amendment rights in 1980. Bryan then began a new 
career managing and maintaining his rental properties in Athens, climbing on roofs, 
crawling under houses, and combing the Habitat ReStore for tools and materials until 
the last month of his life. He intentionally kept his rents affordable to give those down 
on their luck a chance to get ahead and often offered those behind on their rent the 
chance to do small jobs in lieu of payment. He often served as their advocate in navi- 
gating social services. Not surprisingly, he was a big animal lover, repeatedly taking in | 
pets for those who couldn’t keep them because he believed it was the right thing to do.

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2023 Coffee County Farm-City Awards 


Annual Coffee County Farm-City Banquet held recent 


The 2023 Coffee County 
Farm-City Awards Banquet 
was held Thursday, Nov. 
16, at the Coffee County 
Farm Center in New 
Brockton, Ala. 

The theme for Farm- 
City Week this year was 
“Agritourism: Connecting 
Alabama Farms and 
Communities,” and the 
guest speaker for the ban- 
quet was City of Enterprise 
tourism director Tammy 
Doerer. 

Over 100 members from 
the community attended, 
and Doerer’s message 
about the importance of 
agriculture in Coffee 
County along with the 
impact of tourism and agri- 
tourism was well-received. 

Several farming and 
industry awards were pre- 
sented during the event. 

¢ Industry of the Year 
— INZI Controls: This 
business was nominated 
by the Elba Chamber of 
Commerce. INZI Controls 
Alabama Inc was founded 
in 2009, by the Korean- 
based company INZI 
Controls. It began opera- 
tions in the facility housed 
by Toledo Molding and 
Die, which it still oper- 
ates from today. The com- 
pany ‘manufactures plastic 
automobile parts for both 
Hyundai in Montgomery 
and Kia in Georgia. It cur- 
rently employs about 130 
people and runs two shifts. 

* Poultry Award - 4C 
Farms (no picture): 4C 
Farms is owned and oper- 
ated by Travis Carnley and 
his wife, Lynn. They pur- 
chased the poultry farm 
from his father about six 
years ago. 4C Farms raises 
broilers for Pilgrims Pride. 
4C fully updated their 
house and enjoy growing 
for Pilgrims. The Carnley’s 
also have a stocker cattle 
operation that works well 
with the use of poultry fer- 
tilizer. Travis has worked 
for NRCS for the past 29 
years and Lynn helps man- 
age the houses daily opera- 
tion. 

* Forestry Award: Ted 
and Diane Vignola Tree 
Farm of Elba. Ted has 
been tree farming for over 
43 years, and he was one 
of the first in the area to 
plant advanced genetic 
Loblolly and Longleaf 
pines. The Vignola’s man- 
age for Timber Production 
and Wildlife on their prop- 
erty. Through his business, 
Time Limited Forestry, 
Ted has been responsi- 
ble for planting over 120 
million trees through his 
career. Ted is a Member of 
the Coffee County Forestry 
Landowner Association. 

* Beef Award: Jake and 
Caitlin Blackmon of 2B 
Farms. Both Jake and 
Caitlin grew up showing 
cattle. Jake was raised on 
a cattle and chicken farm 
in Elba. Caitlin was also 
raised on a small cow/calf 
operation in Ariton. They 
purchased 160 acres of 
farmland in New Brockton, 
where they established 2B 
Farms. Because of Jake’s 
experience with success- 
fully backgrounding stock- 
er heifers with his father 
Tim Blackmon, that is the 
main type of cattle at 2B 
Farms. They also have a 
small cow/calf herd on the 
side that will continue to 
raise high quality replace- 
ment heifers and steers for 
freezer beef. 

¢ Row Crop Award: 
Garrett Moore of Moore 
Farms. Garret and his wife, 
Hannah, live in Chancellor. 
Garrett began farming 
about six years ago when 
he returned home from 
serving four years in the 
Marines. His family has 
a long history of farming 
in Coffee County dating 
all the way back to 1850. 
After leaving the Marines, 
Garrett decided to fol- 
low his family’s legacy in 
agriculture. Moore Farms 
grows peanuts, corn, cot- 
ton and has:a small cattle 
herd. : 

¢ Business of the Year - 
Joreski Family Farm, nom- 


inated by the Enterprise 
Chamber of Commerce. 
Joreski Family Farm is 
comprised of Michael 
Joreski Jr., along with his 
wife, Amanda Holcomb 
Joreski, and their children, 
Mikey, Lizzy, Abby and 
Maddy. The Joreski’s are 
a small family farm dedi- 
cated to bring fresh local 
honey, freeze-dried treats, 
and local produce to the 
community. Beginning 
with just two small bee- 
hives, the farm has grown 
into over a 25-beehive 
apiary. They have been 
in beekeeping for over 
seven years. The farm also 
has continued to evolve 
through the years as they 
have added large gardens, 
pecan trees, fruit trees, 
berry bushes, and a musca- 
dine arbor. They also have 
added free-range chickens 
that produce a variety of 
fresh eggs. The farm/busi- 
ness continues to grow by 
adding in a freeze dryer 
to preserve their produce. 
Joreski Family Farm now 
sells freeze dried treats at 
the farmers markets, fes- 
tivals, and other venues 
or events. Some of the 
freeze dried treats include 
freeze dried okra, green 
beans, strawberries and 
more. 

* 2023 Outstanding 
Conservation Farmer 
Award - Patterson Brothers 
Farms, which was origi- 
nated by Coy and Henry 
Patterson. The farm is in 
its 4th generation located 
in Kinston, and currently 
is operated by Henry and 
Clint Patterson. Clint’s 
sons Owen Tuff and Grady 
Coy are learning the family 
business thus will continue 
with the name Patterson 
Brothers Farm. Over the 
years they have imple- 
mented numerous conser- 
vation practices including 
waterways, field borders, 
sediment control basins, 
and high residue conser- 
vation tillage. They also 
plant multi species cover 
crops each year to con- 
trol erosion and increase 
organic matter. Cotton, 
peanuts, and corn are strip 
till planted into these cover 
crops with minimum soil 
disturbance. This year 
they will harvest over 
2,000 acres of cotton, over 
1,000 acres of peanuts, and 
chop corn for silage. The 
Farm also has cattle and 


eight broiler houses. 
¢ 2023 Farm of 
Distinction, nominated 


by Alabama Ag Credit - 
Dalrymple Farms. Like 
most kids, at a young 
age Bret Dalrymple had 
a dream. He wanted to 
farm. So, he began farm- 
ing with his father, Doug. 
At just 8-years-old, Bret 
began breaking land on a 
3020 John Deere tractor 
and planted his first crop 
of peanuts with a 4-row 
planter.

*** The Elba Tigers put on a show last week up in 
Maplesville as they held a revival on the Red Devils 
football field and baptized the Devils 49-14 in third round 
playoff action. As is often the case in road games, it was 
funny to listen to fans of our opponents talk and last week” 
was not an exception as a couple of Dads at the concession 
stand shook their heads and said their team was in big 
trouble when the Elba linemen came out to warm up, and 
after the game one parent wrote on social media that while 
they knew it was going to be a tough game, they didn’t 
know it would turn into Alabama versus Chattanooga!

big miscues turn in to three Leroy touchdowns, and it was 
too much to overcome. The Bulldogs could have thrown

“beat the man.’ 

Get ready football fans — the 
battle for supremacy in the south in high school football 
will be decided Friday night at Leroy, when the (13-0) 
Elba Tigers travel to Leroy to battle the (12-0) Leroy Bears 
in the semifinals of the Class 1A high school football 
playoffs. 

“Leroy won the state title last season and is undefeated, 
this season,” stated Elba Tiger Coach Marc Sieving. “So, I 
guess it is only fitting that the road to a possible state title 
goes through Leroy.” 

The two teams have met twice in the Class 2A playoffs, 
with Leroy posting a pair of impressive wins by the scores 
of 47-21 in 2008, and 48-20 in 2017. 

Elba has posted a total of 619 wins and seven state 
championships during its rich football history and is 7-0 
all-time in semifinal action, while Leroy has posted 579 
wins and six state championships and is 8-6 all-time in 
semifinal action.

Shields 46-8, Southern Choctaw 41-8, Fruitdale 42-16, 
Millry 26-0, Washington County 49-14, Calhoun 40-7, 
Georgiana 27-13 and Brantley 40-18. 

“Leroy is really good,” added Coach Sieving. “They are 
very disciplined, will be at home and are going to be really 
hard to beat. Their quarterback won the MVP last year in 
the state finals and makes things go on offense. He is a 
very accurate passer, will come out of the pocket when he 
spots an opening and is just a true competitor. He has three 
good receivers that can get open and like to go deep, and 
their line gives him time to sit back, find a receiver and 
hit him for a big play.

While the 7A playoffs completed semifinals Friday 
night, the other six classifications finished the 
quarterfinals with five of the six defending state 
champions advanced to the semis December 1. Of the 
26 games played November 24, the visiting teams won 
15 times. 

Defending state champions Class 1A Leroy (12-0), 
Class 3A Saint James (11-2) and Class SA Ramsay (11- 
2) all won on the road in the quarterfinals. The Bears 
defeated Brantley 40-18 and will be in the semifinals 
to face unbeaten Elba (13-0), a 49-14 road winner over 
Maplesville. Saint James edged Thomasville 28-26 
and will travel again in the semis to Mobile Christian 
(13-0), a 42-21 road winner over Trinity Presbyterian 
42-21. Ramsay defeated Moody 40-27, and returns 
home to Birmingham to play Guntersville (12-1) in the 
semifinals at Legion Field. 

Defending Class 2A state champion Fyffe (12-1) 
had the home’ field advantage in its 63-33 victory 
over previously unbeaten Locust Fork (12-1) 63-33. 
Defending Class 6A state champion Saraland (13-0) 
posted a 31-21 home victory over previously undefeated 
Hillcrest-Tuscaloosa (12-1). Fyffe will host Region 7 
rival Pisgah (12-1), a 36-29 winner over Tuscaloosa 
Academy (10-3), Friday night in a rematch. The Red 
Devils won the regular-season game 55-42 handing the 
Eagles their only loss of the season. 

Perhaps the most surprising third-round win was 
Class 4A, Region 2 third seed B.T. Washington’s 20-17 
victory over previously undefeated Jackson (11-1) 
at Tuskegee. The Eagles (9-4) of Coach Lawrence 


O’Neal scored the winning touchdown on the final 
play of the game. That win sets up a rematch with Class 
4A, Region 2 champion Montgomery Catholic (13-0) 
Friday night at Montgomery. Catholic won on the road 
at Jacksonville 44-20 in the quarterfinals,
